And even if we were, or if we 
thought we were, thus prepared and resolved,—if our statesmen 
in their desperation, or their faith, or their new-born enthusiasm 
for the generous and the great, accepted such an issue and dreamed 
of girding on their armour for such a mighty conflict,—do we 
know ourselves as a nation so little, are we so ignorant of our past 
| history, or so blind to our notorious and characteristic weak- 
' messes, as not to feel certain that, ere many years were over and 
long before the end was gained, we should grow lazy or languid 
or weary of the strife, that we should erudge the cost of war and 
sigh for the repose of peace? Nay, more: do we not know that the 
minority of to-day may become the majority of to-morrow ; that 
_ the revulsion of popular feeling may place in power those politi- 
cians who hate war, andjdo not love liberty, and do not care about 
foreign fellow-creatures ; and that a change of Ministry may in- 
volve a change of policy, total, fatal, and dishonourable ? If Lord 
Derby came into power, would he continue a war for liberty? If 
Mr Cobden came into power, would he continue a war for the 
liberty of other peoples? If Mr Gladstove came into power, would 
he continue a war for anything at all? And amid the fluctuating 
waves of popular feeling, who shall say that any of these men— 
or all of them together—may not, at some conjuncture and in 
some phase of the public mind, wield the destinies aud cecide the 
policy of Britaiu ? 

‘Sir E. B. Lytton closed his speech on the Peace Debate witha 
passage to nearly every word of which we subscribe :— 

But now comes the grave and solemn problem which the withdrawal 
of all negotiation forces still more upon the mind of every one who thinks 
deeply, and which the right hon. gentleman, the member for Manchester, 
has soproperly raised. War being fairly upon us, of what nature shall be that 
war? Shall it assume that vast and comprehensive character which ex- 

| cites in the member for Aylesbury hopes for the human race tov daring 
even for him to detail to this sober house? In plain words, shall it be a 

| war in which, to use the language of Mr Canning in 1826, you will enlist 

| “* all those who, whether justly or unjustly, are dissatisfied with their own 
countries’; in which you will imitate the spirit of revolutionary France, 
when she swept over Europe, and sought to reconcile humanity to 
slaughter by pointing to a rainbow of freedom on the other side of the 
deluge? Does histgry here give to the hon. member an example or a 
warning? How were these promises fulfilled? Look round Europe! 
You had the courage—where is the freedom? The deluge spread, the 
deluge rolled away—half a century is fled, and where is the rainbow 
visible? Is it on the ruins of Cracow ?—on the field of Novara?—or 
over the walls of defeated Rome? No; in a war that involves liberal 
opinions against established rule what I most dread and deprecate is, not 
that you will fulfil your promises and reap the republics for which you 
sowed rebellions—what | dread far more is, that all such promises would 
in the end be broken—that the hopes of liberty would be betraved— 
that the moment the monarchies of England and France could obtain 
a peace that realised the objects for which monarchies go to war, 
they would feel themselves compelled by the exhaustion of their resources, 
by the instincts of self conservation, to abandon the auxilianes they had 
lured into revolt, restore to despotism ‘‘the right divine to govern 
wrong,’ and furnish it with new excuse for vigilance and rigour by the 
disorders which always distinguish armed revolution from peaceable re- 
forms. 1 say nothing here against the fair possibility of reconstructing 
in some future congress the indepedence of Poland, or such territorial ar- 
rangements as are comprised in the question, ‘‘ What is to be done with 
the Crimea, provided we take it?” But these are not all that is meant 
by the languace we hear, less vaguely out of this house thanin it, except 
when a Minister implies woat he shrinks from explaining. And woe and 
shame to the Eoglish statesman who, whatever may be his sympathy for 
oppressed subjects, shail raise them to rebellion against their native 
thrones, not foreseeing that in the changes of popular representative go- 
vernment ail that his Cabinet may promise to-day a new Cabinet to-mor- 
row may legally revoke; that he has no power to redeem in treedom the 
pledges that he writes in blood; and woe still more to brave populations 
that are taught to rest democracy on the arms of foreign soldiers, the 
fickle cheers of foreign popular assemblies, or to dream that liberty can 
ever be received asa gitt, extorted asa right, maintained as an hereditary 
heirloom, except the charter be obtained at their own Runnymede, and 
tigned under the shadow of their own oaks. 


ADMINISTRATIVE REFORM. 
DRURY LANE AND ST SIEPHEN’S. 
An Englishman claims to abuse whatever he most dearly values, 
aud the House of Commons is not exempt from this usual fate ot 
;, & prized possession. It has been a fashion lately to speak of the 
, Fepresentatives of the people as unworthy of, and inferior to, the 
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some energetic rhapsodists, who, appalled by undeniable but not 
unaccountable disasters, were ready to recommend no less despe- 
rate remedies than the abolition of the House of Peers as being 
too far above, and that of the House ot Commons as being too far 
below, the virtue and intelligence of the nation. But the time of 
rhapsody passes away; and, according to the time-honoured 
manner of the Euglish people, sober reason returns. We find that 
we may admit the virtue and intelligence of the nation; nay, we 
own thankfully that, amidst many calamities, this virtue and in- 
telligence, as evinced in patience, in steadfastness, in courage, 
bave still remained to afford consolation for the past and hope for 
the future ; but we begin to doubt whether, as a necessary con- 
sequence of praising the people, we need censure their representa- 
tives; whether it is not possible, at the same time that we join 
modern Liberals in thanking Heaven that there is an English 
people—sound at heart and strong in determination—to give in 
our adhesion to the ancient Tory in thanking Heaven that there 
is a Honse of Lords. 

For our own part, the House of Commons in the great debate 
of the week on Administrative Reform, has seemed to us not 
forgetful of its traditional duty. The nation had suffered, and 
under the first smart of its bitter grief it raised a natural cry for 
remedy and redress. Our army had been sacrificed, so it was 
said, by the Home Government, the Home Government had been 
the victims of an antiquated and cumbrous system ; away with 
this system which had cost so much of the best blood of England. 
The cry was natural ; it was, in a rude and general way, just. It 
was natural that this cry so raised should be taken up and in- 
vested with all the force that eloquence, that fervour, nay, that 
patriotism can give, by the leaders of popular agitations. Nor let 
it be supposed that, like the eccentric and facetious Mr Drummond, 
we use the term agitation as expressing merely a folly or a crime ; 
that we would wish to stigmatise the leaders of an agitation—be 
they veterans like Mr Cobden, or inexperienced but zealous tyros 
like Mr Layard—as necessarily wanting in patriotism, in loyalty, 
or even in discretion. Doubtless, agitation, in the technical sense 
in which the term is now used in this country, is, if not a legal, 
at least a legitimate vehicle for the conduct of great reforms 
through the earlier stages of their career. In an extreme mo- 
narchy, reforms can never be brought to maturity, because they 
can never be agitated; in an extreme democracy, reforms are 
too often rendered impossible, because excessive agitation strangles 
them in their infancy. But it is the privilege of a Consti- 
tutiona: Government that agitation may do its healthy and neces- 
sary work, and then the calmer spirit of legislation steps in, to 
develop the essential elements, to remove the impure ex- 
crescences which, in the first turbid process of agitation, reforms 
are apt to acquire. We shall not then find much fault with the 
heroes of Drury lane, if they on their part will be content to 
recognise the limits of their province. Administrative Reform 
was agitated by them; and this was well. The evils of a too 
inechanical routine were forcibly pointed out ; every weak spot in 
Downing street was carefully sought out; all matter of justifica- 
tion was jealously excluded : this also was not amiss: the part of 
an agitator is that of an advocate: it is his business to put one 
side of tke cave only; but to put that one side as sharply and 
forcibly as possible. By this means the other side is put on its 
defence, and then, when both extremes stand out clearly defined | 
and eagerly vindicated by respective partisans, then let the judge 
step in, and the mean of truth be struck. We are not indisposed 
to acknowledge that in arguing his side of the question with great, 
perhaps occasionally with excessive, warmth, with zeal and ear- 
nestness which no impartial observer could deny to him, Mr 
Layard has done good service to the cause which he has espoused, 
which is indeed the cause of the country. Oa the other hand, it 
would be unjust to deny that in his well-argued oration on the 
other side, Mr Frederick Peel conferred a corresponding obligation 
on the cause of truth. Both advocates went too far; but this is a 
fault for which advocates may well be pardoned. The most 
lusty cheerer of the Drury lane harangues would scarcely deny 
that some sad fustian was talked upon that platform; the most 
sedulous advocate of things as they are would hardly venture de- 
liberately to become sponsor for every detail of Mr Peel's vin- 
dication of a faultless administrative system. 

Bat when both sides had spoken, then the duty of the judge 
commenced. The appeal was—we will not say from Philip 
druok to Philip sober—but from the people of England as repre- 
sented by aticket meeting at Drury lane, to the people of Eug- 
land as represented by the Commons House of Parliameut. | 
Lovers of excitement may be disappointed, but lovers of the | 
Evglish Constitution will rejoice that the latter tribunal differed | 
greatly from the former. Immediately declamation vanisbed, | 
every man was eager to deprecate “ vague generalities,” and, | 
with a healthy natural instinct, the debate inthe House of Com- 
mons almost immediately diverged from the specious high-s. und- 
ing theory about Administrative Reform, into a discussion on the 
apparently practical issue—the reform ot tbe Civil Service. 

Mr Drummond might try to sneer the question out of court with 
the easy wit of political scepticism ; Mr Disraeli and his friends 
might follow their custom, and try to make this question, as well 
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the extra nees of Mr Layard, by its unanimous utter- 
ae the hyperbolical praises of Mr Peel; it gracefully relieved 
the Drary Lane Association of a task in which their part is now 
not inefficiently played out; in its own Parliamentary phraseology 
it advanced the question ot Administrative Reform to another

THE MASSACRE AT HANGO. 


A GREAT sensation has been caused by the report published in 
the early part of the week. that three officers of H. M.’s steamer 
Cossack, a whole boat’s screw, except one man, and several pri- 
soners whom they had been sent to land, had been massacred 
at Hango, whi'e under the usually sacred protection of a flag 
| of truce. Never was a stronger and more general feeiing of indige 
| nation caused than this statement. It was officially announced in the 
House of Commons by Sir C. Wood, on Munday, who derived 
it from Rear-Admiral Dundas, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Baltic fleet. The despatches from the Admiral and from Cap- 
tain Fanshawe, who commands the Cossack, were published on 
Wednesday. On Thursday the transaction was noticed in the 
House of Lords, and denounced by Lord Malmesbury as un- 
exampled in our history. The Earl of Clarendon, too, spoke of 
it as “ horrible and unparalleled, and at variance with the usages 
“ and customs of civilised nations.” Taking Sir Charles Wood's 
narrative of the circumstances, they were as follows :— 

It appears that some short time ago Her Majesty’s ship Cossack took 
and destroyed some coasting vessels, near Hango, and three persons were 
carried off as prisoners—namely, the captain of one of the vessels, his 
son, and a Finnish sailor. Admiral Dundas, anxious not to press with 
any unnecessary severity on the trade of the country, so long as the 
communication with St Petersburg was interrupted, directed that the 
Cossack should return to Hango, in order to put ashore and restore to 
liberty the persons who had been so captured, and who expressed a wish 
to be landed there, and four other Russians who had also been taken pri- 
soners near St Petersburg, and who desired to be put on shore at the 

| same place. The Cossack went there for the purpose, and having an- 
chored some distance from the place, despatched a boat under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Geneste, with seven Russian prisoners and an 
ordinary boat’s crew. A flag of truce was displayed at least an half an 
hour before she reached the jetty; but nobody was seen but one man, 
who ran away. The officers and men landed on the jetty, taking with 
them the baggage of the prisoners. When they had landed, about 300 

| or 400 Russian soldiers, armed, came down to the jetty. The officer 

| waved his flag of truce, and explained why they had come ashore, 
namely, to restore the prisoners. The Finnish captain also took 
the flug from the hand of the lieutenant, and tried to explain, 

' both in English and Finnish, the purpose for which they had 
come on shore. The officer in command of the Russians, who not only 

| understood English but spoke it, said they did not care the least fora flag 

| of truce, and they would show how the Russians would fight. They im- 
mediately fired on the officers and men who had landed On the jetty, and 
killed them all, and then fired into the boat until every man in it fell. 
They then rushed into the boat and threw some of the bodies overboard, 
dragged one man out and bayoneted him on the jetty, and left five bodies 
for dead in the boat. The boat not returning, later in the day the gig 
was sent in search of her, and from a little distance perceived the cutter 
moored inside the jetty. A black man, wounded by two balls through 
his arm and one through his shoulder, tried to cut the fastenings and 
scull the cutter from the jetty. The Cossack was standing in to ascer- 
tain what had become of the crew, and a boat was sent in and brought 
off the single survivor, on whose evidence alone the whole story which | 
have told must rest, as he was the only person left to relate it. 

On Thursday a brief Russian version of the affair was pub- 
lished. ‘The Jnvalide Russe, of the 15th,” says the Dai/y News, 
“describes the affair at Hango as in accordance with fair play, 
“ the Cossack’s boat having effected an hostile landing, with all 
“onboard armed. The crew were, it is said, suddenly attacked 
“by a body of Russians, secreted behind buildings. They at 
‘* first defended themselves, but were forced to surrender to supe- 
“rior numbers. Five were killed, and one officer, one surgeon, 
“ and nine sailors taken prisoners, of whom four were wounded. 

| “ The boat was sunk, and the boat’s flag, together wit! seven guns 
| “and seven cotlasses, taken. On the following day a frigate ap- 
‘“ proached and fired on the place iveffectually tor two hours.” 
|| The Times of Friday published the following telegraphic de- 
| Spatch:—* Dantsic, Thursday, Jane 21.—The Lightning has 
||“ arrived with the mails. Lieutenant Geneste, Dr Eastou, and 
||“ Mr Sallivan are prisoners, but wounded.” It seems certain,

“* the severest reprisals.” It cannot be long, therefore, before the 
public is fully informed of the whole matter, and till then we Shall 
ouly say that we can imagine no excuse for the atrocity of a large 
number of men firing on the crew of a boat which, bearing a flag 
of trace, lands an officer or two ia open day in an enemy's 
country. 

Another, but a very lame Russian version of the affair was 
published in the Zimes yesterday :— 

The Commander of the Forces in Finland, Adjutant-General von 
Berg, reports a very successful skirmish, which took place not far from 
Hango Udd, between our volunteers of the second battalion of the King 
of Prussia Grenadier Regiment and a part of the crew of the English 
frigate Cossack. The affair took place as follows:~—On June 5th, at 
noon, the frigate Cossack appeared in the roads off Hango Udd, and sent 
off a boat, which came ashore in the vicinity of the telegraph, and 
landed a small party under the command of some officers there. 
Ensign Sswertschkow, of the King of Prussia Grenadier Regiment, to 
whom this portion of the coast is entrusted, having been early informed 
of this enterprise of the enemy, concentrated some men of his detach. 
ment behind a building opposite the landing-place, and another portion, 
under the sub-officer Peter Pawlow, he detached along the beach to cut 
off the retreat of the English. The enemy, attacked on a sudden, de- 
fended himself but feebly, and laid down his arms. The success of this 
affair must be ascribed to the coolness and the foresight of Ensign 
Sswertschkow. The loss of the enemy amoynts to five killed; there 
were taken prisoners, one officer, one surgeon, one marine, (garde- 
marin), and eight sailors, of which latter four were wounded. In ad- 
dition to the above our troops made spoil of the flag of the boat, seven 
muskets, and seven cutlasses. The boat itself, with one cannon on 
board, was sunk. 

Some cenaure has been cast on our officers on the supposition 
that they availed themselves of a flag of truce to take soundings in 
the harbour of Kertch, and a boastivg but, we believe, false nar- 
ration of the circumstance has been published. To this story Sir 
Charles Wood gave on Monday an official contradiction. So far, 
he said, as any report had been sent to the Admiralty, be believed 
the statement to be utterly untrue. 





THE MORALITY OF TRADE AND OF LAW. 


Iv has been remarked by historians that the improvements ia mo- 
rality which ate continually taking place ia society rarely or never 
originate amongst aristocracies and hierachies. They spring 
from fishermen, labourers, or camel drivers, not from Emperors 
or Popes. In our times the first step towards more rigid and 
earnest convictions was made by the Wesleys and the Whit- 
fields, not by the Georges on the throne, nor by the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury. Working upwards and downwards, but 
chiefly by operating on and with the middle classes, our moral re- 
formers leavened the whole society, and a great improvement, still 
in progress, ensued. A similar origin’of improvement in business 
may be noticed. To rigidly keep engagements, to be punctual in 
the performance of contracts, to pay debts the very day they are 
due, to live frugally and within their means, to accumulate capital, 
and gather increasing influence in society, are the virtues of the 


middle and lower classes rather than ofthe higher, and of the com- | 
mercial rather than the landed interest. In fact, almost allimprove- | 
ments in business habits have originated in towns amongst the | 


middle and mercantile classes. Active and industrious, they are 


always treading on the heels or encroaching on the power of the | 


comparatively indolent and satisfied classes above them, and they 
are always liable, therefore, to some extent, like all improving 
sects, to suspicion and jealousy. 

In Jatter times, great manufacturers and great merchants, 
obliged by the retention of old and absurd laws to set themselves 
in direct opposition to the landed aristocracy, have obtained over 
it a considerable political triumpb, and have become objects of 
apprehension and dread, as well as suspicion and jealousy. The 
Mauchester school, as the improved and improving class is called, 
is continually vituperated. Some of the middle class openly 
aspire also to teach the aristocracy how to govern the-country, 
and even to take the Government into their own hands. 
Hence all their proceedings are closely watched, and every blot on 
the commercial escutcheon is pelted with all the missiles that the 
classes they are trespassing on, or which envy them, can har! 
against it. Every extension of commerce adding a new branch 
to society, which, like a new sect, is watched with jealousy, those 
engaged iu it are obliged, as the rule, to be more than ordinarily 
exact and rigid in their dealings. 

We may add, too, that as commerce extends, which implies more 
exchange and more divisioa of labour, the use of money extends, 
and it becomes more and more the measure of all the services 
that men can and do render to one another. Regular pay is sub- 
stituted for uncertain and indefinite benefits; selfishness and 
sordidness, as some motives are called, supply the place of hospi- 
tality and benevolence ; and every service comes to have its mar- 
ket price. As this process goes on, those who are the most ad- 
vanced are invariably subjected to the reproaches of those less 
advanced, and, where all services are paid for, chivalrous and 
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eelings are supposed to be extinguished. Hence by 
ad neighbours Coties elatterlybeen regarded as anation 
of cordid shopkeepers, and the old spendthrift character of Mi-lor 
Anglais is attributed tous no more. Sach achange, however, carries 
with it a strong obligation to be more than ever punctual and 
bonest gn all transactions ; and, as money—a rigid measure com- 
d to benevolence or hospitality—becomes the aniversal means 
of paymient, the nation that is not strictly honest may be re- 
proached, as we now are, with being no better than cheats and 
robbers. In spite of some unpleasant examples, the force of 
which is much augmented by the great publicity given to all our 
peccadilloes, which makes the uation appear more than ordinarily 
ilty, it must be asserted that increased commerce carries with 
rigid rules of punctuality and morality, and they cannot be 
trespassed on without exposure, decay, and ruin. 

If some suspicion be thrown on this assertion by the recent 
conduct of persons in the United States as well as in England, 
let it be remembered that since the era of Independence only 
the least-informed classes, as the rule, have gone from Europe to 
the United States, and they have taken with them the old pre- 
judices and old habits of their class in Europe, which have 
tended to keep at a low level the morality and the political prin- 
ciples of the Americans. It is not extraordinary, therefore, that 
they have not yet fully comprehended the necessity, which grows 
from the extension of the use of money, for a rigid business 
morality ; and we are less surprised at the cases of the Schuylers 
and of the Pages and Bacons which occur amongst them, than at 
the similar cases which occur amongst ourselves. The Americans 
have obviously not yet had time to outgrow the political and the 
moral principles they imported long ago from Europe; and, not- 
withstauding what hashappened amongst them as well as amongst 
ourselves, we must affirm that trade carries with it a rigid 
morality, and without it cannot thrive. It may be contaminated 
by rogues, as religion is contaminated by hypocrites, and as 
statesmanship is brought into discredit by vulgar, meddling, 
restrictive plodders, but it naturally inculcates punctual and rigid 
honesty, and dishonest traders are false to their calling. There 
have of late been some painfal exceptions to these remarks, to one 
of which we must now allude.

But enough has already transpired in these several 
eases to startle the public, and sharpen and justify the censure of 
those who are now eager to decry the morality of trade. 

Those who read the evidence given before Sir Peter Laurie 
will notice that Messrs Davidson and Gordon fall back, in some 
cases, on their legal advisers. When the propriety of the pro- 
ceedings in relation to the issuing a fiat of bankraptcy was 
— in the case of Strahan, Paul, and Co., a solicitor came 

orward to cefend the course as the best that could have been 
pursued for the benefit of the creditors. A solicitor advised it, 
and so took on himself the responsibility. So the very question- 
able proceedings of Messrs Uverend, Gurney, and Co., in con- 
nection with the bankrupts Davidson and Gordon, were excused 
by saying they were taken by the advice of their solicitor. 
That these gentlemen should have thought it necessary to employ 
an advocate to defend them at the preliminary investigation of 
the affairs of the bankrupts, is a suspicious circumstance. Nor 
did his explanation do more than palliate as expedient what 
they could not justify as right. Mr Edwin James, a somewhat 
celebrated lawyer employed by them, said at the close of the case 
against Davidson and Gordon on Tuesday :— 

As I understand that the charge is one of not surrendering and obtain- 
taining goods, I wish, as the name of Overend, Gurney, and Co. has been 
men tioned, I may be allowed to say that the matter was referred to their 
o licitor, and that the warrants which were deposited with them had all 
she appearance of genuine ones. You have it, Sir, in your depositions 
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that their clerk was sent down to ascertain whether there were 
which these warrants represented. Of course, Messrs Overend, Gurney, 
and Co. had no prospect of a charge like this being brought. They have 
had a very serious loss, and that at a time when the money market was 
in a very gloomy condition. I am sure that all who consider this matter 
will feel that it would have b most imprudent to have raised a panic 
in the market with regard to these warrants. This matter was referred, 
as I before stated, to their solicitor, and had it been referred to me, I 
should have given the same opinion as he did. I am sure you will agree 
with me in saying that, although Mr Gordon chose to make some state- 
ments, there is not a scintilla of evidence to show the facts implied. 
Representing this house, which has rendered every assistance it 

I merely desire that they may stand as high as they always have done in 
the mercantile world. 

Whatever may be wrong in the estimation of the mercantile 
world in the conduct of Messrs Overend, Gurney, and Co., it is 
backed by the authority of the solicitor and the advocate. The 
Bankers’ Magazine for Jane said of this distressing case—‘ There |,

“ one of the chief heads of the money market, it was incumbent 
*« on the partners, or those who knew of the transaction, to have 
“brought it openly to light, and prevented the introduction of 
“any additional quantity of these simulated documents. No 
“ explanation of conduct like this can be offered. The mistake 
‘* has been made, and whether it is to be attributed to the deli- 
‘“* cacy of announciag a loss, or other secret motive, it has in this 
‘‘ instance recoiled with startling severity.’ The conduct so de- 
nounced by a mercantile authority, which does not express half 
nor a tithe of the indignation felt amongst mercantile men, was 
sanctioned, according to Mr James, by a solicitor, and he endorses 
the sanction. He gives as a reason that the parties had a serious 
loss, and felt that it would have been most imprudent “ to have 
“ raised a panic in the market” with regard to these fictitious 
documents. This means, if any thing, that Messrs Overend, 
Gurney, and Co., kept up the value of these fictitious warrants in 
the market—whether or not with the intention of covering some 
part of their own losses, we say not—after they knew them to be 
fictitious, and are therefore morally and commercially, if not le- 
gally, responsible for all the mischief and all the fraud perpetrated 
by means of these warrants after October, 1853. To this con- 
clusion we have come on the statement of Mr James, and on the 
admitted fact that they knew the fictitious character of these war- 
rants in October, 1853, and feel ourselves bound to express it. 

For us, however, these proceedings are of additioual import- 
ance, as bearing on the principle of mercantile morality which we 
have stated. We need not, we believe, remind the reader 
of the trial of Courvoisier or of Tawell, to convince him 
that the morality of professiona! men, whenever they speak 
professionally, is not exemplary. The reason is obvious. 
The morality of mankind, both theoretically and practically, 
there cannot be a doubt, is improving. Like every other 
part of society, material and immaterial —nabits of life aud }now- 
ledge—it is in progress of development. Every new branch of 
society, as we have said, develops its own and an improved 
morality. Now, professional men hold fast, as the rule, by the 
laws made in an age of less moral enlightenment than the present. 
Their minds are fashioned in part by the false principles of the 
law, and by them they are continually led to defend what is 
morally and commercially wrong. We have brought an instance 
before the public; Mr James has shown all the merchants of 
London that the conduct at which they are indignant has a pro- 
fessional sanction, and is probably legally right. It was more the 
legal morality than the mercantile morality that was atfault. Mer- 
cantile men, after this exposition, will be careful how they place 
their consciences in the hands of lawyers. It is from subwitting 
the superior morality of trade to the guidance of the inferior mo- 
rality of law that the mischief ensues.

In regard to this matter, it may be = 
served, that the Duke of Newcastle had, in his despatch of the 10th o 
April, estimated the Russian forces in the Crimea at 30,000 men, and he 
believed that when the expedition was ordered no more reliable ac- 
counts had been received. Sir James Graham says, however, that at 
a later period—namely, the last week in July, he had obtained from 
a Crimean authority a complete account of the Crimea, its locali- 
ties, its harbours, its roads, its productions, and supply of water, 
and, what was most important of all, a statement of the force, which 
was estimated by his informant at 70,000 men, 8,000 of which 
were cavalry, 40,000 constituted the garrison of Sebastopol, and the re- 
maining 30,000 were dispersed through the Crimea.” Vice-Admiral 
Dundas had, on the 10th of May, 1854, written to Lord Raglan a letter, 
in which, relying upon information which he had obtained, he estimated 
the Russian forces in the Crimea at 120,000 men. The embassies at St 
Petersburg and Constantinople were unable to furnish any information 
upon these important subjects. LordjRaglan, in his despatch of the 19th of 
July, states that “ the descent on the Crimea is decided upon more in de- 
ference to the views of the British Government than to any information 
in the possession of the naval and military authorities, either as to the ex- 
tent of the enemy’s force or to their state of preparation.” The terms of 
reference do not call upon your Committee to pronounce any opinion in 
regard to the policy of the Government in ordering the expedition to 
the Crimea; but it is their duty to report how far the preparations 
made were adequate to the preparations which had been ordered. The 
general direction of the war was in the hands of the Duke of Newcastle, 
who, in the spring of 1854, held the office of Secretary for War and 
Colonies. In July these departments were divided, and the duke, being 
relieved from colonial duties, undertook the immediate conduct of the 
war. When this important change was effected, it does not appear that 
any order in council, minute, or other document was prepared defining 
The duke, as Secretary of 
State, had undoubtedly, before as well as after the change, ample powers ; 
he considered himself officially responsible for all the departments under 
his control, and he could issue such orders as he thought fit for their 
guidance. He states, however, that he felt his means to be insufficient 
for the due performance of his separate duties as Secretary of State for 
War; he considered the organisation of all the war departments and 
their relation to each other <o be in an unsatisfactory state; but he felt 
it to be impossible, consistently with attention to pressing business, to 
attempt their reorganisation. In making the separation between the Secre- 
taryships of War and Colonies, together with the transference of the Com- 
missariat from the Treasury to the Secretaryfor War,the Cabinet considered 
they had adopted measures initiatory to the changes which would 
necessarily follow. The members of the Cabinet did not, however, 
hold any consultations upon the changes to be made, or the best 
mode of effecting them; they separated, as usual, at the close of the 
Parliamentary session in August, and, as they were not summoned to a 
meeting, they did not reassemble in council until the second week of 
October. Ata later period of the year Lord John Russell expressed his 
dissatisfaction with the state of the War Department, and suggested 
Lord Palmerston as the fittest person for the office of Secretary at War. 
He adduced some cases where he said there had been a want of vigour 
in the exercise of authority, although the Cabinet, he added, ‘‘ had done 
much in its recent meetings to repair omissions.” Your Committee 
notice with regret that the Cabinet did not meet in August or Septem- 
ber, when those omissions might have been sooner remedied. Lord 
John Russell also observes, that “‘ the House of Commons would ex- 
pect, after six or seven months’ deliberations, a final arrangement of the 
War Department.” Your Committee can find no trace of these delibe- 
rations, and any evils that may have resulted from delay in such arrange- 
ments are, therefore, properly laid to the charge of the Cabinet. At the 
date of the expedition to the East no reserve was provided at home ade- 
quate to the undertaking. Mr Sydney Herbert states, in his memoran- 
dum of the 27th of November, ‘“‘the army in the East has been created 
by discounting the future. Every regiment at home, or within reach, 
and not forming part of that army, has been robbed to complete it. 
The depots of battalions under Lord Raglan have been similarly treated.” 
The men sent out to reinforce the army were recruits who had not yet 
become fit for foreign service, and the depots at home were too weak to 
feed the companies abroad. The order to attack Sebastopol was sent to 
Lord Raglan on the 29th of June; the formation of a reserve at Malta 
was not determined upon until early in November. It will be seen from 
the correspondence between Lord John Russe!l and Lord Aberdeen, that 
Lord Ragian reported that “he wished he had been able to place in the 
position of Balaklava, on the 26th of October, a more considerable 
force,” and also, “that on the Sth of November the heights of Inker- 
man were defended by no more than 8,000 British infantry.” When the 
Duke of Newcastle informed Lord Raglan that he had 2,000 reciuits to 
send him, he replied that “those last sent were so young and unformed 
that they fell victims to disease, and were swept away like flies. He pre- 
ferred to wait.” In December the power of reinforcing the army with 
efficient soldiers was so reduced, that the Government thought it neces- 
sary to introduce a Foreign Enlistment Bill for the purpose of raising a 
foreign legion. Your Committee must regret that the formation of a 
large reserve at home, and also in the proximity of the seat of war, 
was not considered at a much earlier period, and that the Government, 
well knowing the limited numbers of the British army, the nature of the 
climate in the East, as well as the Power we were about to encounter, 
did not, at the commencement of the war, take means to augment the 
ranks of the army beyond the ordinary recruiting, and also that earlier 
steps were not taken to render the militia available both for the purpose 
of obtaining supplies of men, and also, in case of necessity, for the re- 
lief of regiments of the line stationed in garrisons in the Mediterranean 
— which they found themselves compelled to adopt at a later 
period. 


Tue Secretary or State ror War.—On accepting the Secretary- 
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ship for War, the Duke of Newcastle found himself in this disadyan- 
tageous position—he had no separate office for his departments; he had 
no document prescribing his new duties, no precedents for his guidance, 
and his under-secretaries were new to the work. In this situation he 
undertook the superintendence of numerous departments, with whose 
internal organisation he was dissatisfied, and the management of a war 
urgently requiring prompt and vigorous operations. The duke was 
imperfectly acquainted with the best mode of exercising his authority 
over the subordinate departments, and these departments were not offi. 
cially informed of their relative position, or of their new duties 
wards the Minister for War. His interference was sought for in mat. 
ters of detail, wherein his time should not have been occupied, and he 
was left unacquainted with transactions of which he should havereceived 
official cognisance. Feeling his large responsibilities, he took u n 
himself to remedy innumerable deficiencies which were brought to his 
notice, and, in the meantime, matters of paramount necessity were 
postponed. The evidence, moreover, shows that the duke was long left 
in ignorance, or was misinformed, respecting the progress of affairs in 
the East. He was not, until a late period, made acquainted with the 
state of the hospitals at Scutari, and the horrible mode in which the 
sick and wounded were conveyed from Balaklava to the Bosphorus, 
Lord Aberdeen has significantly observed that the Government were left 
in ignorance longer than they ought to have been of the real state of 
ma'ters in the East. The Ministers, he says, were informed of the con- 
dition of the army from public papers and private sources long before 
they heard it officially, and not hearing it officially, they discredited the 
rumours around them. Thus, while the whole country was dis- 
mayed by reports, and was eagerly looking for some gleam of 
official intelligence, the Cabinet, according to the statement of 
Ministers, was in darkness. Harassed by these rumours, and perplexed 
by the indiscreet silence of those who should have enlightened him, the 
duke sent a commission to inqaire into the state of the hospitals at Scu- 
tari andin the Crimea. The commission was issued in October ; it did 
not report unti! April. A form of proceeding suited to redress grievances 
at home, or to become a basis for legislative measures, was ill adapted to 
relieve the pressing wants of 5,000 men suffering under mismanagement 
and neglect. With the same benevolent intention the duke, through 
the channel of the Foreign-office, requested Lord Stratford de Redcliffe 
to take upon himself, in addition to his many onerous duties, a certain 
amount of supervision and assistance of these hospitals. The clothing 
of the troops was not within the province of the Secretary of State; and, 
the Duke of Newcastle says, it was extremely doubtful whether he had 
any right tointerfere. The soldiers had received the ordinary supply for 
the year; yet the peculiar circumstances in which the army had been 
placed induced the duke to recommend to the Commander-in- Chief that | 
an extra supply should be furnished, and, in addition to this, warm cloth- 
ing should be prepared to meet the inclemency of the weather. Thesys- 
tem of clothing the army was then, and still is, in a state of transition; | 
whenever the existing contracts cease, the clothing will be supplied by 
the Ordnance, or by a clothing department. The warm clothing was | 
considered so important that, upon hearing of the loss of the Prince 
steamer, all the military departments were occupied with this supply : the || 
Secretary for War issued orders; the Secretary at War was constantly | 
at the Ordnance, urging and hastening these proceedings; clothing was 
bought also in Austria and in Switzerland. Ambassadors, ministers, 
consuls, and agents were applied to for assistance ; money was profusely | 
expended, and at a later period in the winter the troops must have re- 
ceived a supply far larger than was required for their reduced numbers. 
Tue Secretary aT WAr.—The duties of the Secretary at War | 
are shortly stated by Mr Sidney Herbert: they will be found more 
fully enumerated in a memorandum, which was given in evidence before | 
the Committee on Army and Ordnance Expenditure in 1850. The divi- 
sion of the Secretarship of War and Colonies, though technically it did 
not alter the position of the Secretary at War, yet practically diminished | 
the exercise of his power, and tended to limit his functions to the origi- 
nal duties of his office—namely, the financial business of the army. 
Even in these matters the authority of a Secretary of State, when | 
exerted, must necessarily override the control of a Secretary at War. 
Mr Sidney Herbert, as Secretary at War, had no power to originate | 
anything; but, from praiseworthy motives, and with a view to relieve 
the Duke of Newcastle, he undertook to doa good deal which was not 
the business of his office. Thus, in December, having learntsfrom pri- 
vate sources the deplorable condition of the hospitals, he wrote to the 
commandant, to the chief medical officer, and to the purveyor, urging 
and authorising them to procure whatever might be wanted—assistants, 
supplies, or additional buildings—promising them his approbation for such 
outlay, and placing unlimited funds at their disposal. While expendi- 
ture was thus encouraged, some financial regulations were still enforced, 
suited to atime of peace, inapplicable to a period of war, and operating 
unjustly on the soldiers who had been wounded or afflicted with 
sickness in the Crimea. According to these regulations, every 
soldier coming into a hospital is obliged to bring with him his 
kit; but though the troops, upon landing in the Crimea, had been 
deprived of their knapsacks, which in many cases were never restored, yet 
no order had been issued to furnish another set in lieu of those articles 
which the soldier had been compelled to relinquish, and which are essen- 
tial to his cleanliness and comfort. Again, upon leaving the hospital, 
men were exposed toa recurrence of sickness from insufficient clothing, 
and no proper arrangement had been made to furnish this supply. An 
improvement, involving some outlay, has been sugges'ed to your Com- 
mittee, which deserves the attention of the Executive Government. ,The 
general hospital at Chatham is said to be inconveniently situated, and ill 
suited for the reception of invalids from the seat of war. Vessels of 
large size cannot go there, and consequently the sick and wounded have 
either to be removed to a smaller ship or sent by some other means to 
the place of their destination. At the same time your Committee may 
remark, that while hospitals are provided for the reception of officers 
in the navy returning sick or wounded, no such accommodation exists 
for officers of the army. Your Committee may here also express a hope, 
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that the evils which have arisen from allowing soldiers’ wives to accom- 
pany an army in the field will prevent a repetition of this error. A 
memorandum will be found in the appendix, “purporting to be by the 
Duke of Newcastle,” but written by Mr Sidney Herbert in January last. 
His views upon the best mode of constituting the War Department, and 
giving to it an effective control over the subordinate departments, are 
here explained as far at least as he deems it advisable to introduce change 
during the pressure of war, which leaves little leisure for re-constituting 
the military departments. 

Tur OrpNANCE DEPARTMENT.—Your Committee deem it unneces- 
sary to state the various duties of the Ordnance Department, nor need 
they enter into details with the view of proving that upon the efficiency 
of this department the naval and military services depend. In April, 
1854, Lord Raglan, the Master-General of the Ordnance, was appointed 
to the command of the forces in the East, and shortly afterwards Sir 
Hew Ross was named Lieutenant-General of the Ordnance, an office 
| which had been for many years abolished, but which was now revived. 

Lord Aberdeen, in making this appointment, had to some extent in view 

the abolition of the office of Master-General ; this subject had not, how- 

ever, been considered by the Cabinet, and in the meantime the Ministers 
believed that the Lieutenant-General would have all the authority of 

Master-General. The Lieutenant-General does not possess this power ; 

he is only a board officer, and while in reference to military duties he 
exercises the authority of Master-General, yet as regards the civil func- 
, tions of the Ordnance he acts only as a member of the board. The Board 
| of Ordnance, moreover, differs from other boards in this respect— 
namely, that, according to the practice or to the regulations of the de- 
partment, the presence of one board officer constitutes a board. During 
the summer and autumn of 1854, a board officer, the Survevor-General, 
was also employed abroad; so that during a period when the 
pressure of business was heavier, and when the expenditure 
{ of this department was larger than in any previous year, 
' two officers were wanting whose functions the most econo- 

mical Administrations had been unable to dispense with in 
times of peace. The Ordnance, with its peculiar constitution, may 
work efficiently while under the superintendence of a vigilant Master- 

General, who has supreme authority, and who is, therefore, justly held 

responsible for all its proceedings; but the substitution of a Lieutenant- 

General changes the whole system of office; its duties are then divided 

among the members of the board without any supervising authority, and 

the business commenced by one member may be taken up or interrupted 
by another without unity of purpose, and without due responsibility. 

The evils arising from the absence of the Master-General are abundantly 
| exhibited in the evidence. The statements of Sir T. Hastings, the Con- 
| troller of Stores, and of Mr Monsell, the Clerk of the Ordnance, amply 
| prove the unsatisfactory state of this department: while it would 
| seem, from the language of Sir Hew Ross, that he was imperfectly 
acquainted with the constitution of the board of which he was a 
membrr. From the evidence it will be seen that a conflict 
of authority arose between the members of this board. At a 
time when urgent business required their attention, they en- 
gaged in disputes, in preparing statements, and in making appeals 
| to the Secretary of State for War. Sir Thomas Hastings says that, al- 
| though he made more than one application informing the Secretary of 
State that he had important communications to make to him, he received 

no answer to his letters. Mr Monsell, when he differed from the other 
| members of his board, applied to the Secretary of State, who, by lending 
| his sanction to the Clerk of the Ordnance, enabled him to overrule both 
his colleagues, and thus interfered in a matter invelving questions of mili- 
tary discipline, as well of departmental! subordination. In noticing the un- 
seemly conduct of this board, and the differences which were brought pro- 
minently forward in the evidence, your Committee observe with regret 
that the public service has suffered from the want of judgment and temper 
on the part of officers who were entrusted during a critical period with 
important public duties. Your Committee consider that it was 
detrimental to the public service that the office of Surveyor-General 
should have remained so long vacant, and that the duties attached to 
that office should have been consequently imposed upon officers of the 
department who had already as much upon their hands as they were able 
to perform efficiently. Your Committee believe that Lord Aberdeen 
would have acted more beneficially for the public service if he had ap- 
pointed another Master-General when Lord Raglan could no longer dis- 
charge the duties of the office, and they are of opinion that a vague inten- 
tion of remodelling the Ordnance-oflive affords no justification for the 
course pursued. If this office were deemed to be imperfect, and ill- 
adapted for its functions, there was the more need during its continued 
existence of an able man to superintend its proceedings. The Ordnance- 
office strikingly exemplifies the disordered state into which a department 
may fall when there is no able hand to guide it. After perusing the 
evidence, it will excite no surprise to find that the arrangements at- 
tempted by this office in reference to warm clothing, huts, and Minié 
rifles were imperfect and dilatory. Huts were ordered at Constantinople 
and at Trieste, as wellas in this country. ‘The first order here was issued 
on the 17th of November. When the huts at length arrived at Balaklava, 
the exhausted transport service was unable to convey them to the camp.

It appears from the evidence of Sir J. Burgoyne and Sir F. Smith that if }

| been diminished. Your Committee must express their dissatisfaction 
| With the administration of the contract system under this department, 
and they consider that no change will be effective which does not lead 
to a revisal and amendment of this branch of the office. The tools sup- 
plied to the army are stated to be of bad quality. Under a recent order, 
the Ordnance furnish all tools. The pioneers’ tools were heretofore sup- 
Plied by the colonels of regiments. For this last supply the Ordnance 
‘8 not responsible. ‘he officers examined olmost uniformly describe 
the tools supplied to the army as unserviceable. Sir Thomas Hastings, 
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on the other hand, states that “ he believes the great mass of tools were 
good, but thinks that many have been ill-treated, and that good tools in 
the hands of men who do not understand them may be readily destroyed.” 
There is, however, no doubt, that upon previous occasions, as well as in 
the present campaign, these articles of field equipment have been con- 
demned. In thiscountry, under a proper system of contract and inspec 
tion, there can be no difficulty in obtaining tools of the best quality. 
The supply of inferior tools must be ascribed to carelessness or dishonesty 
on the part of the persons responsible for the s:pply. Your Committee can- 
not too forcibly express their opinion of the importance of placing in the 
hands of the soldiers the very best articles that can be provided. While the 
Committee have felt it their duty to make these observations on the in-

important functions, they feel bound, at the same time, to mention the ad- 
mirable equipment of the corps of artillery attached to the army, and the 
testimony generally given to the efficient armament provided for the navy. 


THe TRANSPORT DEPARTMENT AT Home.—The sea transport between | 
this country and the seat of war has been conducted by the Board of Ad- | 


miralty, under the immediate superintendence of Captain Milne, one of 
the Lords of the Admiraity. This business was formerly transacted by a 
Transport Board, which was abolished many years since. During the 
past year requisitions for transport were sent to the Admiralty from 


that Sir James Graham says he deemed it indispensable, with the view 
to regularity and promptitade, to bring these requisitions to one common 
centre, from which the Admiralty might receive orders. This change 
had not, however, been completed before he left office. The Duke of 
Newcastle says that no system will work well until the transport is placed 
under the management of the Minister for War. Such a course Sir J. 
Graham and Captain Milne consider objectionable; it would, they say, 
divide authority, increase correspondence, and lead to confusion ; whereas 
now the whole service afloat is united together in one link of responsi- 
bility. Sir J. Graham was, however, induced to reconstitute the Trans- 
port Board, for the reasons which will be found in his evidence. The 
mode ini which ships were taken up is stated by Captain Milne, and, 
considering the urgent pressure of the public service, this business 
appears to have been ably conducted. In pronouncing this opinion, 
your Committee advert to the magnitude of the operations executed.

| nage. The transports, when sent to the Crimea, could not deliver their 

stores and return; a large number were permanently detained, from 

military considerations, and many others were kept at Balaklava, because 
| there were no warehouses on shore to receive their cargo. 
plaints were made to your Committee of the mode in which stores were 
sent to the East. The mode in which stores were sent de 
pended on the nature of the requisition. Naval stores were ap- 
parently sent under a satisfactory system. When the Ordnance Board 
apply, a vessel is placed at their disposal, provided they require it; and 
latterly a similar system has been adopted with the medical department. 
The chief complaints have arisen in Saiahinne to mixed cargoes. The 
captains of the vessels, according to the Admiralty instructions, have 
charge of the cargo; but it is admi'ted that when large passenger steam- 
ers were employed in this service the captains were often unaccustomed 
to these duties, and in such cases the appointment of a supercargo would 
have been beneficial. Until December it appears that a cargo book was 
not regularly kept. A Treasury minute, dated 12th December, 1854, 
states that some articles sent out to the Crimea have been taken back to 
England in the same vessels, and brought out again to the Crimea before 
they have been delivered; and that in other cases, where the vessels 
have remained with the army, it has been three or four months before 
they had been received by the Commissariat. Ships were also so loaded, 
that on arriving at the port to which part of the cargo was destined, the 
position of that part of the cargo was unknown, and the ship had to 


proceed on her voyage, carrying with her things that ought to have 
been delivered at the intermediate port. Much suffering was the 
consequence of this faulty mode of proceeding, the sick at Scutari 
being in need of stores, which, in consequence of bad arrange- 
ments, were carried to Balaklava. ‘Ihe unnecessary sufferings of the 
soldiers directly referable to this neglect form one of the most painful 


portions of the evidence; but on what department the blame should rest, |

Dr Menzies had also, in a report to Major Sillery, the com- | 


mandant, dated the 7th of August, directed attention tothis subject.

On the receipt of this letter, Admiral Dundas did not, 
as he states, act, because every one expected to be in Sebastopol in a few 
days, and moreover he did not consider the transports to be under his 
superintendence. Thus it appears that the preparations of ships for the 
convenience of the sick and wounded was at first forgotten, and subse- 
quently neglected. When it is remembered that out of the limited num- 
ber of the British army, 13,800 were removed sick or wounded between 
the 10th of September and the 17th of February, the dreadful consequence 
of this neglect may be imagined. No foresight, it Is said, could have 
provided for this large number. Some ships should, however, have been 
specially fitted for a service which it must have been known the casualties 
of war would render indispensable.

Tax Transport Service ty THE Brack Sea.—The evidence ex- 
hibits a marked contrariety of opinion as to the responsibility for the 
transport service in the Black Sea. Sir James Graham said that the 
naval commander-in-chief, Vice-Admiral Dundas, bad, under the Queen's 
regulations, authority over the whole of the transports, and he cited in 
confirmation of this statement sundry minutes of the Board of Admi- 
ralty, and he added that Lord Raglan had a concurrent authority over 
this service. Vice-Admiral Dundas, on the contrary, aileged that he 
had nothing to do with the transports. According to his statement 
they were entirely under the manegement of Lord Reglan, Rear- Admiral 
Boxer, and Captain Christie. Captain Milne, the member of the Board 
of Admiralty who had the superintendence of the transport department, 
stated that the admiral commanding in the Black Sea was responsible 
for the transport service in that sea. A supreme power was, however, 
given to Lord Raglan, who had a veto over the movement of all the 
transports, and a concurrent authority with the naval commander-in- 
chief. The difficulties of performing various services connected with the 
army are ascribed to the want of sea-transport, while the evidence of 
Captain Milne shows that no application was made to the Admiralty for 
additional] transports in the Black Sea. Numerous witnesses testify to 
the want of arrangement in the harbour of Balaklava, and to the dis- 
order of the shore from the want of any sufficient landing place and 
wharves. In Balaklava there was a division of authority; the transports 
were under the immediate direction of Captain Christie; the harbour 
was under the management of another naval officer, and the shore was 
subject to military authority. Absence of regularity and arrangement 
on the shore or in harbour necessarily delayed the services of the trans- 
ports; in such cases it was not easy to ascertain on which of these three 
authorities the blame should rest. The narrow limits of the harbour, 
which is described by Admiral Dundas as a mere ditch, rendered it, under 
the best system of arrangement, an inconvenient place for landing the 
vast quantities of stores required for the army, including guns, ammu- 
nition, engineer stores, fascines, gabions, camp equipage, Quarter- 
master-General’s stores, and commissariat supplies. The want of system 
which prevailed on the shore is generally admitted ; the harbour was not 
governed with the authority necessary for the maintenance of order, and 
the transports were compelled to anchor outside the harbour, an 
anchorage which naval men justly considered to be unsafe. 

Tue TRANSPORT SERVICE IN THE BospHORUs.—All transports, upon 
their arrival in the Bosphorus, were placed under the orders of Rear-Ad- 
miral Boxer. This officer had been specially selected for this duty by Sir 
James Graham, on account of his professional character and experience 
in matters connected with the embarkation and disembarkation of troops. 
He was placed, in the first instance, under the orders of Vice-Admiral 
Dundas; buta separate power was afterwards given to him within the 
limits of the Bosphorus, subject always to his reporting to the naval 
commander-in-chief. As early as the 8th of September, Rear-Admiral 
Boxer applied for a ship to be attached to himself, with an experienced 
master, three good warrant officers, and a small gang of artificers and 
mechanics. A compliance with this request would, he said, obviate 
delay and unnecessary expense in works which could otherwise only be 
executed by hired artificers. To this application the Board of Admiralty 
replied, that “the services being temporary they were not prepared to 
send out areceiving ship, with its establishment.” On the 20th of Novem- 
ber he repeated his application, but, before it had been received, the board 
had reconsidered its decision, and jad ordered a vessel, the Melampus, to 
be got ready for this service. The Melampus accordingly sailed in Decem- 
ber. Sir James Graham says he regrets that the first application was 
not acceded to; and when the hurricane of the 14th November, with 
all its disastrous consequences, is remembered, it is obvious that this 
unfortunate decision may have increased the difficulties of that deplora- 
ble crisis, and may have subjected Rear-Admiral Boxer to some of the 
charges brought against him. It must be observed, however, that Rear- 
Admiral Boxer had permitted Commander Borlase, on account of his 
knowledge in gunnery, to join the forces in the Crimea, although this 
officer, having been for three years in the Turkish service, had 
been specially chosen to assist him. The Rear-Admiral thus lost 
the person best fitted to communicate with the Turkish authorities 
at a time when his assistance would have been most useful. 
Under such disadvantages, he was required to repair the damages 
of the hurricane, and to forward to the Crimea supplies of every

as well as moisture was required for the grasses. The moisture 
we have had, but not'the genial temperature which would haye 
proved so useful. The wheat and other grain crops promise 
better than the grass. Though still very backward, they are be. 
coming so strong and vigorous that with a moderate amount of 
really warm weather an abundant harvest may be anticipated, 
Prices of grain bave not varied during the past week, and from 
the state of the crops a decline rather than an advance may be 
expected. This is the view taken by the reviewer of the corp 
trade in the Mark Lane Express of Monday, and subsequent 
events have all confirmed the accuracy of that view :— 

On carefully surveying the numerous agricultural reports last week, it 
will be seen that more than two-toirds of them, including the whole 
United Kingdom, are in favour of a good average crop, several entertain. 
ing anticipations beyondit; that the unfavourable reports are less than 
one-third of the whole, and in most cases limit their complaints to the 
light land ; and that even on these lands, with scarcely an exception, the 
wheat plant looks unusually healthy in its colour, yet that all expect har- 
vest will be about a fortnight behind the average time; that, moreover, 
there is an unusually large breadth of land sown, and that the cold and 
dry weather has had a conservative effect on thosé fields which were shel- 
tered. The blooming time—the most critical of all—is coming, and the 
later this comes the safer it must be; as, be it remembered, the wheat 
plant is from more southerly regions... ...The deliveries from the farmers 
still keep up well, and the numerous retirement of samples from unsatis- 
factory markets only confirms our repeated belief that for our own wants 
there is plenty in the land....... The deliveries of wheat last week were 
89,287 qrs, which, though short of the last,exceed those of 1854 by 
38,105 qrs. 

We may mention, as proof of the public demand for statistical 
information in reference to our agriculture, that the Mark Lane 
Express lately greatly increased the number of its special cor- 
respondents who report on the state of the crops. ‘The general 
result seems to be that the light soils are in a worse position than 
the stronger lands. Thus, an Essex correspondent says :— 

Upon the whole of the clay and strongloamy districts of this kingdom, 
the wheat is generally full in plant and luxuriant in appearance. ‘“ The 
clay” will this year most probably “ feed the sand,” and therefore, under 
the adage, “ it will be well for Old England”—the proportion of soil of 
that character being far greater than that of a light nature, and comprised 
under the denomination of the sandy districts. 

The adage reterred to, however, had its origin in times before 
turnip culture and green crops bad rendered the light land so pro- 
ductive of wheat as it has now become. 





PRIZES AT THE FRENCH CATTLE SHOW. 

As we anticipated, many of our English stock-breeders have availed 
themselves of the liberal terms offered at the French agricultural 
stock exhibition, to extend a trade which will be. mutually beneficial 
to ourselves and our neighbours. The North British Agriculturist 
contains a full and interesting account of the exhibition, trom which 
we gather the fullowing particulars. During the four dys theshow- 
yard was open to the public, the crowds of visitors were so great, as 
often to render it difficult to obtain even a glance at the prize anl- 
mals. The interest appeared to be pretty equally divided between 
the native breeds and those from England and Switzerland. There 
were 1,200 lots exhibited, comprising about 2,000 animals, as 
many ot the lots consisted of several animals. ‘Che following is the 
result of the Shorthorn competition :—

The Dutch cattle shown were of a very ordinary kind, inferior it is 
said to some occasionally sent to Smithfield market. They negatived 
very effectually the theory of “those who have supposed that the 
Shorthorn came originally from Holland.” 

The Fribourg breed of cattle extends over several of the Swiss 
cantons. The frame’ is bulky, with surprising thickness of bone. 
The colour is brown or black, with large patches of white, the face 
and back being generally ‘white, and they are stated greatly to re- 
semble theold Scotch cows :— 

Scuwitz.—This remarkable breed as milk producers are generally alike in 
colour, being of a dark dun brown, with the under parte of a lighter colour 
approaching to fawn or yellow. The price asked by the Owners for both of 
these Swies breeds was fully double what they would have realised in our mar- 
kets, that is, if valued as ordinary dairy cowe. This breed, like the Fribourg, 
has eyes 0 expressive that those who do not place cows very high in the scale of 
animated nature would do welltostudy. “ Ox-eyed Juno * can be understood 
when looking at dhe mild eyes of the Schwitz cow. 

The show of sheep is thus spoken of :— 

Of the Leicesters and Cotewolds the show was good. The Leicester sheep 
were of good sizes, and all the prize sheep had dun faces and lege, come of 
them epotted, and could with no great stretch of fancy be classed as a crose 
between Leicester and Down sheep. The Cotswolds were remarkably fine ani- 
mals. The flock of Mr B. Browne, Gloucestershire, furnished the majority of 
those taking prizes. 

Of the Southdowns the exhibition was superb as regards the tups; the 
ewes were not s0 well brought out. The whole of the tups exhibited by 
Messrs Jonas Webb, Ellman, and Rigden were creditable to their breedere. 
Mr Jonas Webb sold about fifty to be forwarded from England, and at very 
high figures. The Emperor, who visited the show-yard on the afternoon of 
Thursday, conversed for a few minutes with Mr Webb, admiring the symmetry 
of the prize tup. Mr Webb afterwards, through the Minister of Agriculture, 
made a present of the prize tup to the Emperor, which His Mejesty, we un- 
derstand, wae pleased to accept. 

The distribution of the prizes was made in the somewhat theatrical 
manner in which our neighbours delight :— 

The distribution of the prizes took place in a pavilion erected for the occa- 
sion. This salle decorated with national ensigns, had the British ensign always 
complimentarily placed in connection with the Turkish and French flage. The 
successful competitors, with their servants, were requested to be preeent in their 
places in the pavilion before two o’clock ; shortly after which hour the Minister 
of Agriculture, accompanied by the Directors and jury, entered. After a 
very complimentary speech by the Minister as to the merits of the animals ex- 
hibited, the list of prizes was read over by M. M. Tiseerant, and upon the 
names of the different succes:ful competitors being read, they walked to the 
dais at which the Minister and jary were seated, and received their ticket en- 
titliog them to the prize. The first name called was that of Lord Feversham, 
and he was cheered. The rest of the Englieb, Dutch, and Swiss prize takers 
were also received in the same kind manner. Mr Jonas Webb was called upon so 
often that the reception he received towards the close was quite enthusiastic. 
A special medal of large size is to be struck for this worthy representative of the 
English farmer. One very young lady of a pretty blonde complex on was also 
loudly cheered. The mostinteresting part of the ceremony wae, however, that 
where the servants received their prizes, The honest blunt English shepherds 
approached the dais for medals. These are of silver, and beautifully carved 
having upon one ¢ide the likeiess of the Emperor. When the name of Prince 
Albert was announced as a succes+ful competitor, the band gave “ God eave 
the Queen,’”’ the whole company standing. 


As we expected, an increased demand for English stock was the 
result of the exhibition :— 

The demand for English stock wae, upon the whole, good; and very fair 
pricee given for good animals, for breeding. Indeed, it may be questioned if 
there were ever as many animals cold at apy meeting of the natioual societies 
in the United Kingdom, and at as good pricee. The Shorthorns were in most 
demand, and for all animals suitable for breeding the prices were good. Mr T. 
Ball, Ireland, sold the three heifers he exhibited at the average price of 120i, 
the best being sold for 1601. Several of the bulls were not for sale; and one 
or two were only fit for the flesher, and little more than their value to the 
butcher was obtwiued. Nearly all the Herefords and Devons were sold. The 
best ram of the Cotswold breed was sold toa French nobleman for 30/; the three 
first prize ewes for 20], they returning into Kent. Tups of average quality 
brought from 10/ to 201. Several of the best Leicester eheep were not sold, partly 
from the high price asked and partly that some were not for sale. The pigs 
were in great demand, scarcely one animal returning to England. The firet 
prize boar, of the small breed, was soid for 45’. The same price was obtained 
forthe first prize sow. Mr G. Jeaty, Woodlands, Surrey, sold a sow for 191; 
and an indifferent boar pig for 8i. 


Very high prices were also demanded, and is some instances ob- 
tained, for the Swiss cattle :— 

The prices asked for the Fribourg and Schwitz cattle were fully equal to that 
demanded for Shorthorne. As much az 68/ was refused for an indifferent bull 
of the Fribourg breed, and he was again taken back to Geneva. Two cows 
from the same dirtrict were purchased by a emall proprietor within six miles 
of Paris for 31/ each, and these were considered a bargain. Higher prices were 
refused for cows of the Schwitz breed, and many of theee were taken back to 
Switzerland, a distance of about 600 miles ; and this these cows had accom 
Plished on foot, shod, of course, but active, and not apparently injured by the 
journey, They are structurally well adapted for travelling. 

The arrangements of the show-yard were good, and the sheds for 
the stock, though convenient and good, were much less expensive 
than the sheds raised at our British stock shows. On some particu- 
lars our own societies would do well to take alesson from the French. 
This is especially the case as regards the price of catalogues and the 
arrangements made for the convenience of visitors :-— 
~ From the catalogue containing a sketch of the show-ground, with the places 
im which the different breeds were placed marked, @ visitor was at once enabled 
to make his way tothe stock he wished to inepect. These catalogues, which 
Were sold for half a franc (fivepence), presented a strange contrast with arrange- 
ments athome. The catalogue is double the bulk and contains quadruple the 
matter of an ordinary catalcgue of the Highland Society’s Exhibition. 

The necessity of interpreters was avoided by there being two gentlemen

acquainted with the English, German, and Dutch languages appointed to take 
charge of the foreign departments of exhibitors. The civility, attention, and 
anxiety to anticipate the wishes of the exhibitors by these gentlemen called 
forth one unqualified expression of gratitude from the various exhibitors. 

The attention bestowed on foreign exhibitors and on the gentlemen 
connected with the deputations from the three national societics of 
the United Kingdom by the authorities, as well as by private indi- 
viduals amongst the French noblesse, is spoken of in the highest terma- 
That this meeting has proved highly successful in strengthening the 
ties, commercial and social, which have for years past between growing 
up between the people of France and of the United Kingdom, there 
can be no doubt. It will be“most useful to both French and British 
agriculturists to become acquainted with each other. 





THE NEW METROPOLITAN CATTLE MARKET. 


TuE market which has superseded Smithfield—now finally closed ag 
a cattle market—was formally opened on the 13th instant, by Prince 
Albert and the London Corporation; and on Friday, the 15th of June, 
the first market was held there. It was well attended by salesmen, 
butchers, end farmers, and general satisfaction was expressed with 
the complete arrangements made for the accommodation of the stock 
and the persons engaged in the business of the market. It may be 
convenient to give some idea of the site, and we take the following 
account of it from the Mark Lane Express :— 

The whole area purchased by the Corporation comprises 75 acree. Of this 
@ eguare fleld of 15 xcres has been appropriated to what ie, strictly speaking, 
mar ket purposes—stock being bought and sold within its grounds, and which 
has been technically termed “‘ The Markets.” In the centre stand the banking 
buildings, twelve in number, and clock tower, the latter not yet finished. Four 
of these houses are occupied for other purposes than money-taking: viz, first, 
telegraph office; second, office of the clerk of the market; third, chemist and 
druggist, &c.; and the fourth, ready-made butchers’ clothes ; while a fifth is 
still occupied by the architect as an office for the clerk of the worke. Railing 
for about 6,000 bullocks occupies the one half—that on the east side of the 





banks—and is termed the “Cattle Market,” or “ Ballock Market.” Immediately | 
adjoining the bank~, on the west side, is the ‘Sheep Market”—1,749 pens, | 


capable of holding from 15 to 26 sheep each, according to size, or from 30,000 
to 40,000 ; while two spacious buildings on the west ride, each covering about 
an acre, are fitted up with rails and pens for a “ Calf Market” and “ Pig Mar- 
ket,” capable of holding—the former 1,425 calver, and the latter: 900 pigs. 
Between the markets and Maiden lane on the west side, six acres have been 
fitted up for sheep lairs ; on the south side eight acres for bullock laire, with 
nearly nine acres more adjoining for a dead-meat market, with public and pri- 
vate slaughter houfes; roads occupy upwards of eleven acres; and the balance 
of the seventy-five acres (twenty six) are in reserve for enlargements. 

The prices realis«d for beasts in the new market are said to have 
been in very many instances higher than could have been obtained 
for similar stock in Smithfield. We can well understand that the 
greater space will afford buyers to judge betterof the character and 
quality of a good animal than they could do in the crowded state of 
the old market. Besides, the greater ease with which the animalsare 
brought into their standing place must have considerable effect upon 
their condition. A!l persous accustomed to cattle are well aware of the 
rapid deterioration of their appearance from a few hours of crowding 
and rough driving, while they may, with care and space, be driven 
considerable distances with scarcely any injury.

From our Paris Gorrespondent. 
Paris, June 20, 1855, 
A great anxiety has prevailed on Change throughout the week about 
the next loan, as it was stated that it would be negotiated without 
delay. It was even announced that the decree for the convocation of 
the Legislative Body on the 10th of July, would be published on 
Sunday next. Several members of the Cabinet were of opinion that 
such a financial measure ought to be taken immediately. They re- 
presented that the issue of the campaiga in the Crimea wag yet un- 
certain—that the unseitled stateot the weather gave serious appre. 
hensions for the approaching crop, adding that it was imprudent to 
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longer for the negotiation of the loar. However, the ques- 
-= — debated yesterday in a Cabinet Council, and it has been de- 
cided that the loan is to be put off sine die, and the Bank of France 
called upon to advance 150 millions for the current exigencies of 
the Treasury. It is evident, however, that the loan cannot be de- 
layed for many months, as the expenditure for the war costs about 
three millions of francs per day tothe French Government ; so that the 
advance of 150 millions made by the Bank wou'd scarcely suffice for 
two months. If the Government receive any important news from 
Sebastopol, and the prices of the public s'ocks are more favourable, 
they will avail themselves of the favourable circumstance to announce 
the loan. 

There is a complete dearth of news from the Crimea. Many unfa- 
yourable reports have been put in circulation ; most of them are quite 
without foundation. Many skirmishes have taken place, most of them 
with a decided advantage for the allies, since the important fight of 
June 7. But it seems that a serious difference exists between 
General Pelissier and the Tuileries. The Emperor claimed to direct 
the operations by means of the telegraph, as he had done with 
General Canrobert ; but General P-lissier is not a man to accept the 

ibility of the command-ia-chief if he had to wait for 
orders from Paris. He accordingly sent in his resignation. This 
claim of the General, though perfectly justified, excited great dis- 
content at the Tuileries. But the Emperor was obliged to yield; 
he refused General Pelissier’s resignation, and gave him the order to 
proceed with active operations. 1t is probable that we shall soon 
receive important despatches from Sebastopol. According to a 
espatch arrived via Marseilles, it is pretended that the French had 
thrice taken the Malakh: ff Tower, but had been obliged to abandon 
the position, as they were exposed toa deadly fire from the Russian 
ships lying in the port of Sebastopol. But this statement is not 
generally believed, as it seems hardly possible that the ships should 
be able to fire at the Malakhoft Tower. 

The Government have received General Pelissier’s official report 
of the affair of the 7th. Our losses were indeed important, though 
not 80 considerable as had been anticipated. The Allies are now 
occupied in strengthening the new positions they have conquered, 
and placing new batterier, and they will soon begin again to fire. 
It was announced by despatches that it had been reopened on the 17th 
instant, but the Government has not confirmed this information. 

The Emperor was slightly indisposed on Saturday last, and there 
was immediately an alarm among the speculators. Whe Three per 
Cents. fell from 68f 50c to G7f 25c, but it was soon known that the 
Emperor was better. 

Strangers begin to arrive in great numbers in Pari-, to visit the 
galleries of the Universal Exhibition, which are now filled with pro- 
ducts, aud are quite brilliant. Trade seems to revive, but the ac- 
tivity is only partial, in consequence of the extreme dearth of every 
sort of food.

In consonance with the opinions he | 
had then entertained, he held that great changes were necessary in 
the civil service of the country ; that the entrance to that service ought | 
not to be by favouritism, but that there should be a substantial and real | 
test of fitness ; that the rewards of our public servants should be on & 
higher scale, the result of which would be, not increased expense, but | 
economy ; and, lastly, that the civil service ought to be made, and must | 
be made, completely a profession, and that the great offices should be re- | 
served for public servants trained and educated in that service. The 
first step, he thought, should be the appointment of a Royal Commission 
of practical men to inquire into the best manner in which the public de- 
partments could be conducted. 

Lord Palmerston began by replying to a personal accusation made 
against him by Mr Layard at the meeting at Drury Lane theatre, that he 
jested with the sufferings of the people and vilified them. He told 
Mr Layard to his face that there was not one word of truth in 
those assertions, and he wondered that a blush of shame did not come 
over his face at making charges which his conscience ought to have told 
him were diametrically the reverse of truth. He appealed to certain late 
appointments in various departments as showing a desire on the part of 
the Government to reward efficiency and merit—that they were alive 
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to the duties they hadto perform. As to the original motion, he thought 
he might dispense with any argument to convince the house that it 
should not assent to it. 

After a short reply from Mr Layard, the house divided upon his mo- 
tion, which was negatived by 359 to 46. 

The amendment of Sir B. Lytton was then putas an original resolution, 
when, on the motion of Mr Lindsay, the debate was adjourned until

Tuesday, June 19. 

On the motion of Mr Mackinnon, a select committee was agreed to 
respecting the expedition to the Arctic Seas, commanded by Captain 
M‘Clure, with a view to ascertain whether any and what reward may be 
due for the services rendered on that occasion. 

Mr Locke King moved a series of resolutions referring to the appoint- 
ment, in 1853, of a paid commission to proceed without delay in the 
work of the consolidation of the statute law, and to the fact that no bill 
| for the repeal of expired, obsolete, or unnecessary statutes, as recom- 
mended in a report of the Commission, had yet been prepared, and ex- 
|| pressing the opinion of the house that it would greatly conduce to the 
| improvement of the statute law if the preparation of ‘a declaratory bill, 
|| of which the special and detailed report shall form the groundwork,” 
| wereno longer to be delayed, and that such bill ought to be prepared 
| forthwith. _ 
| Ona division, the motion was agreed to. 
| Mr Headlam moved a resolution, pledging the house to resolve itself 
this day into a committee to consider an address to Her Majesty, praying 
; that she would be pleased to direct alterations to be made in the rules in 
| the military service, to the effect that the regulation value of the com- 
| missions of officers in the army, dying or having died in active service 
| during the present war, might be paid to their representatives and deemed 
part of their personal estate, and to assure Her Majesty that this house 

would make good the same. 

Lord Palmerston observed that Mr Headlam laboured under an entire 
misundertanding when he argued that the public were indebted to an 
officer for the value of his commission, and if he died without selling it 
the State should reimburse his family the money he had expended. ‘The 
State was no gainer when an officer died, and his commission was disposed 
of without purchase. The motion went to this—that in the present war 
only, with respect to every officer who died, the State should advance 
to his family the value of his commission. He admitted that there was 
a good deal in some of the considerations suggested by Mr Headlam, but 

| his resolution must go far beyond the point to which the feelings of the 
house would accompany him. He thought that the house and the 
country would not object to this arrangement—that an Officer might 
choose beforehand either that his family should receive their pensions 
and compassionate allowances, as at present, or in lieu of them his repre- 
sentatives should be entitled to claim from the public the value of his 
commission in case of his being killed in action; and, if Mr Headlam 
would be satisfied to leave the question in the hands of the Government, 
they would be willing to carry out this arrangement. 

The motion was, upon this understanding, withdrawn.—Adjourned. 


Wednesday, June 20. 

The house having resolved itself into a committee upon the Marriage 
Law Amendment Bill, 

Sir F. Thesiger moved an amendment of the first clause, the effect of 
the amendment being to take away the retrospective operation of the 
bill. He contended that this was the first time Parliament had sanctioned 
a wilful violation of the law by securing to the offenders the very fruits 
of their offence, rendering at once lawful that which has been unlawful 
for 20 vears. 

| Mr Heywood resisted this amendment, citing precedents which he 
| considered to be exactly in point in the reign of Edward VI. legalising 
| the marriage of priests. 
Upon a division the amendment was negatived by 130 to 83. 
A succession of very difficult questions, arising out of the retroactive 
| effect of the bill, occupied the committee until nearly half-past 5 o'clock, 
when, the second clause having been agreed to after a division, the Chair 
man was ordered to repert progress. 

An ineffectual attempt was then made to go into committee upon the 
| Bills of Exchange and Promissory Notes Bill, the debate being adjourned.

STATISTICAL SocsETY.—The eighth and last evening meeting of the 
Statistical Society for the session 1854-55 was was held on Monday even- 
ing at the rooms of the society, in St James’s square. A paper was 
read, entitled ‘On the Mortality arising from Naval Operations,’’ by W. 
B. Hodge, Esq. After entering upon various statistical details in illus- 
tration of his subject, the lecturer proceeded to give a general summary 
of the mortality of the Royal Navy, among an average force of 110,180 
men during 20 45-100 years of hostilities occurring in and between the 
years 1793 to 1815, viz., deaths in action, 6,663; ditto in ships acci- 
dental!y wrecked or burnt, 13,621 ; ditto from disease, or ordinary acci- 
dent on board, 72,102 ; total, 92,385. Estimating the number of deaths 
that would have occurred from the same causes during peace at 29,076, 
there remained an excess caused by war of 63,810. Mr Hodge next 
entered into details showing the relative loss in killed and wounded in 
actions between fleets and squadrons, in naval attacks on land fortifica- 
tions, and in actions between single ships. The proportion of the British 
in killed and wounded in the action off Cape St Vincent was 32 to every 
1,000 British engaged; 19 to every 1,000 of the enemy engaged; and 74 
to each ship taken or destroyed. At Trafalgar these figures respectively 
rose to 100, 78 and 94; at the battle of the Nile, to 112, 91, 82; at Camper- 
down, they were 100, 115, and 92. In the first action our enemy was 
Spanish ; in the second, Franco-Spanish ; in the third, French ; and in the 
fourth, Dutch. The highest ratio of loss in any attack made by large 
fileets would be found in Lord Exmouth’s bombardment of Algiers, where 
the casualties reached 147 per 1,000. 

Tue Heattu or LoNDON DURING THE WeEEK.—In the week that 
ended on Saturday the deaths of 999 persons—viz., 529 males and 470 
females—were registered in London. Inthe corresponding weeks of 10 
years, 1845-54, the average number was 915, and if, for the purpose of 
comparison, this is raised in proportion to increase of population it be- 
comes 1,006. The number of deaths returned last week is, therefore, 
rather less than the estimated number—a more favourable result than the 
bills of mortality have for some time disclosed. Last week the births of 
718 boys and 756 girls, in all 1,474 children, were registered in London. 
In the 10 corresponding weeks of the years 1845-54 the average number 
was 1,345. At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of 
the barometer in the week was 29°619 in. On Sunday and Monday it 
was above 30 in. The highest reading in the week was 30°11 in., and 
occurred on the former day. The mean temperature of the week was 
55.5 deg., which is 3.4 deg. below the average of the same week in 38 
years. The mean temperature fell on Saturday to 49.5 deg., which is 
about 10 deg. below the average. The temperature rose to 72.5 deg. on 
Monday, the highest in the week, and it was near the same point on Sun- 
day and Wednesday. The lowest temperature occurred on Saturday, and 
was 44.8 deg. The mean dew-point temperature was 48°9 deg., and the 
difference between this and the mean air temperature was 66 deg. The 
temperature of the water of the Thames on the last five days was 61°4 


deg. The wind blew generally from the south-west. Rain to the 
amount of 0 55 in. fell on the last four days. Hail fell towards the end 
of the week.

IRELAND. 

Report oF THE Poor Law Commissioners.—The eighth annual 
report of the Irish Poor law Commissioners, which has just been pre- 
sented to the Lord Lieutenant, contains much that is very gratifying on 
the improved state of this country. They summarise as follows their 
statements on this subject :—“It is thus attested that universally through. 
out Ireland a more continuous state of employment of agricultural labour 
prevails, and that wages of 1s per day are given where formerly the rate 
was 4d, 6d, or Sd; while in most parts of the country a man’s wages 
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reach 1s 6d, 2s, or 2s 6d per day, at certain seasons of the year. We 
believe that to these facts another important element of an improved 
condition may be added. We allude to the greatly increased demand for 
the labour of females and young persons of both sexes, which mate- 
rially assists in rendering the income of an average family more propor- 
tioned to their physical wants that it was formerly, notwithstanding the 
present high price of the necessaries of life. In the period of six years 
from 1849 to 1854, both years inclusive, we have ascertained that con- 
siderably more than 200,000 young persons of both sexes have left the 
workhouses of Ireland, and have not returned to those asylums. Visible 
signs of an improved condition of life are found in the appearance of the 
peasantry in all parts of the country, more especially in their clothing. 
In the character of the dwelling houses such improvement must, of 
course, be more gradual. As regards food, meal of different kinds is in 
general use, either in the shape of bread or stirabout; and it is to be 
feared that too little variety as yet prevails, or is, perhaps, attainable 
under the present prices. In this respect the workhouse dietaries are 
greatly in advance of the ordinary cabin diet, care being taken to obtain as 
much variety as can be obtained, with the very few combinations which 
milk, meal, and fresh vegetables afford; for beyond these simple articles 
of food the pauper dietary in most parts of Ireland, excepting of course 
the hospital diet, cannot be carried without injustice to some of those 
who pay poor rates, or at least maintain themselves without dependence 
on that fund. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 
FRANCE. 


Commercial affairs in Paris are improving. Business was particularly 
active during the first days of the week, but, the cold and rain suddenly 
setting in, greatly reduced the importance of the sa'es at its close. The 
foreign aud provincial commercial agents have not yet arrived, and the 
few who are here are waiting until the Universal Exhibition is complete 
to be able to choose and give their orders. The accounts from the manu- 
facturing districts continue satisfactory. The rise in the price of grain 
has again been checked, and rates would have probably experienced a 
more decided reaction, had not the weather again turned to rain. The 
intelligence from the departments is contradictory. Towards the end of 
May the crops were certainly compromised, but the brilliant summer 
weather of the beginning of June considerably improved the prospect, 
and, if the rain subsides, we may reasonably rely on a good ordinary year. 
Flour had fallen at Paris from 2f to 3f per sack of 157 kilogrammes, and 
The advices from the 
provincial markets mention that purchases are made with extreme reserve, 
and only for immediate wants. There is no change in the cattle market, 


| and the wine trade is very calm.

HANOVER. 

The Chambers having been opened on the 15th inst., one of the first 
acts of the Government was to lay before them the decree of the German 
Diet, and the proposa! for altering the composition of the Chambers, as at 
present existing. ‘The proposal will first be discussed in general terms, 
so as to allow the members to speak out their sentiments on the subject, 
and then be referred to a committee to report on it. According to the 
new plan the First Chamber will be composed of the Royal Princes above 


| the age of 18, the heads of the noble families of the kingdom, the heredi- 
| tary postmaster-general, the heads of families with entailed estates of the 
| annual value of 6,000 dollars, appointed by the Crown; the Abbot of 
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Loccum, the Bishops of Hildesheim and Osnabruck, two members of the 
higher Lutheran clergy, four members appointed by the King from any 
class of the community he thinks fit, a deputy from the University of 
Gottingen, the commissioner for the public debt, 26 deputies from the 
order of knights, and 18 landed proprietors, with at least 600 dollars 
annual revenne, elected by general election. The Second Chamber is to 
eonsist of four members appointed by the Crown, a royal commissioner, 


and 76 representatives of towns and boroughs possessed of a certain fixed 
amount of property. 


WEST INDIES. 

The news at hand by the last arrival is unimportant. Our dates from 
Jamaica are to the 27th ult. There is no slieration in this island beyond 
the fact that business was duller than usual, the heavy rains which had 
inundated the country having cut off the means of communicstion from 
one part to another. A lot of country corn had realised 5s 3d per bushel.

One 
instance is quoted in which Canada, under the reciprocity treaty, had 
offered to furnish the required supply. The weather, for the season of 
the year, was very fine, and the crops everywhere gave promise of abun- 
dance. There was not much sugar-making going on, but on large pro- 
perties, where the process rare'y ceases, there was a fair average of yield 
from the cane. There was little alteration in trade, and the shipping in 
the river was sufficient. The colony was healthy. 


At Gremada a short sugar crop was expected. 
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easons and the scarcity of labour, would not pre-

BRAZILS AND THE RIVER PLATE. 


Our latest advices from Buenos Ayres state that commercial affairs were 
very dull. In exports the news by the last mail steamer had caused an 
advance of—say, 20 per cent. on hides generally, and a corresponding 
depreciation in the prices of tallow. The stocks on hand were very low. 
Wools were more brisk. In the local market heavy losses had been sus- 
tained, and large ontstandings were got in but slowly. In articles of 
daily consumption the market was abundantly supplied, and rice, sugar, 
tobacco, and flour were in good demand. Exchange on England was 
quoted at 65s to 66s. Curreney, per dollar, 2}d. According to an 
official paper, the treaty of navigation between Paraguay and Brazil was 
concluded. In the coffee market, notwithstanding large supplies, the 
sales had been of little importance, amounting to 46,000 bags. Stock, 
150,000 bags; shipments, 55,907. The following were the priees:— 
Washed superior, 4,800 to 5,600; superior, 4,500 to 4,700; lst good, 
4,150 to 4,300; 1st ordinary, 3,900 to 4,000; 2d good, 3,600 to 3,800; 
2d ordinary, 3 200 to 3500. Freights to England were quoted at 45s to 
to 50s; English Channei, 55s to 62s 6d. From Pernambuco there is no 
political news of interest. Business, both in imports and exports, had 
been very dull throughout the month. Tiere was a great want of flour, 
and early in the month the stocks were quite cleared off, and not a barrel

A letter from Bucharest, dated the 8th inst., says:—“ A great 
crisis is feared to be impending in the commercial world here. The 
Principal trade in these Principalities is in cereals. But our grain 
merchants are threatened with utter ruin; for, as they areJunable to 
export, not only do the capitals they have invested in the purchase 
of corn remain upproductive, but they ruu the risk of losing the 
Rrain itself, fur there is such an accumulation of it ia the ports of 
Braila and Galatz that the mageziues cannot receive the whole, and 
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much of it is left in the open air, and begins to be damaged. Vessels 
dare not enter the Danube in search of cargoes at Braila and Galatz. 
It is true that withia the last few days they have begun to show 
themselves, and already about 400 may have reached these ports, 
almost all of them under Greek and Austrian flags; but not above 
ten are taking in cargo, for they are only allowed to load for the 
ports from which they have sailed, viz., for Austrian or Greek ports. 
It is estimated that there are at present 400,000 kilos of corn at 
Braila, and 300,000 at Galatz. The kilo contains 460 okas—each oka 
being about 3lbs English. ‘The prices current are :—\st quality, 135 
to 140 piastres per kilo at Bucharest, and 140 at Braila. The kilo of 
maize is from 70 to 75 piastres at Bucharest, and 100 to 102 at Braila, 
The kilo of barley selis at from 60 to 66 piastres. For 650 okas of 
hay 63 piastres are paid at Bucharest, and 49 in the rural districts. 
The Wallachian piastre is worth about 3id Eoglish. The quantity of 
hay in the Principalities is excessive, great part of the cattle having 
perished in consequence of the Russian and Austrian occupations. 

The next series of public wool sales will commence on the 5th of 
July. The imports since the close of last sales, together with the 
stock then remaining unsold, consist ot the following :—Sydney, 
12,591 bales; Port Philip, 32,055 bales; Van Diemen’s Land, 
11,117 bales; Adelaide, 7,336 bales; Cape, 5,032 bules—68,101 
bales; East Indie, 1,491—tota!, 69,592 bales.

Natcrat ELvements oF PouiticaL Economy. 
Jennincs, M.A. Longmans. 

WE read the first announcement of this book with p’easure, expec'ing 
to find the great natural science of the production of wealth, which 
has been so strangely misnamed political economy, placed ou its proper 
basis and built up by its own laws. On opening it we were sadly dis 
appointed. A preface of thirty-five pages to inform us that the “ gene- 
ral purport of the work is to establish the true method of investigating 
political economy,” which, according to the author, “requires to be 
preceded by an inquiry into that universal relation of mind to matter 
in which originate a large proportion at least of the sensations, the 
conceptions, and the actions ot mankind,” is dull, dreary, and mis- 
takeu. It never has been doubted that value is a mental conception, 
the result of the desires, labours, aod interests of individuals, the con-

science no more thought of going into a physiological and psycho- 
logical investigation ot the conception than legislators have thought of 
going into an investigation of conceptions and actions before they formed 
conclusions as to morality, and enforced them by criminal jurispru- 
dence. It was for them to recognise the familiar conception, and trace 
some of its influential causes, such as labour and the relation of sup- 
ply and demand, and its consequences, such as the stimulus which 
bigh or low value or price gives to or withholds from the production 
of different commodities. The investigation proposed by Mr Jennings 
was no more necessary for their purposes, or the purposes of the science, 
than an investigation into psychological and physiological causes of 
the conceptions of shelter and warmth were necessary before build- 
ing houses and making clothing. 

The dreary and very superfluous preface is followed by thirty-five 


| pages of introductory matter, to explain the nature of the subject, the 


science of political economy, the art of political economy, points of in- 
quiry, &c., in which there are some gleams of light. A great deal, 


| for example, is said about uniformity in human actions as the basis 
| of the scienee, which it is right to dwell on, though not now subject to 
| doubt, nor requiring to be established. The conelusion arrived at on 
|| this point is worthy of being quoted. 
| rences (denoting uniformity of action) is produced by fixed laws of 
| Nature, laws which originate in no human legislation, and which, silent 
| as the laws that rule the starry firmament, exercise their influence over

| man has to observe these laws, not think of making them. With this, 


“The continuity of these occur- 


however, is conjoined an assertion, that “ the beneficial effects of Na- 
ture’s laws are capable of being rendered more beneficial by the appli- 
cation of human art, whenever the subject is amenable to the influence of 
human power” (p. 53); from which it is inferred that there is an art of 
political economy, and those who deny that the art may be beneficially 
exercised, or the members of “the non-interference school,” are in error. 
But this art, Mr Jennings says, is to be exercised in deference to and 
in conjunction with other arts, on which the laws for a community are 


| made. These laws are supposed to determine what is exchangeable ; 


and then itis said “the art of political economy frames measures, ad- 
dressed to men, aff-cting the production, the dis:ribution, and consump- 
tion of erchangeable property.” ‘This really brings the art, under a 


' philosophical definition, to the point where it usuilly stands, viz., an 


art subservient to the laws of property as they exist in each and every 
country; and as the laws reguiating and determining property are 
generally framed in ignorance ot the fixed laws of Nature, which origi- 
nate in no human legislation, the art is, on this doctrine, to be exercised 
and enforced in opposition to the science. As if the old practices of 


| mavigation—for what are the laws of property but the practices of 
some individuals or nations—were not to be subservient to, but were to 


overrule allthe deductions from the sciences of geography and astrono- 
my, and ships were to be continually navigated as States are continually 
conducted, according to some practices that may have been formed in 


| total opposition to the fixed laws of Nature, which, as evinced in the 


uniformity of human actions, govern the produetion and distribution 


| of wealth. 


The objection made to the science as hitherto expounded is, that it 
was always kept in subservience to the consequences of existing laws as 
to property. Till MrJ.S. Mill published his work, this important point 
was almost overlooked by modern writers, though Adam Smith dis- 
tinctly recorded the fact, that his observations, diverging at a certain 
poiat from the effects of the natural and fixed laws, were directed to 


| the progress of wealth, as affected by the appropriation of land and 


the accumulation of capital, or by the laws of property. Itis precisely 
at this point—the appropriation of land and the principles on which it 


| is appropriated—where the difficulties and discrepancies in the science 


begin. The art which is limited and restricted to exchangeable pro- 
perty, including land, appropriated perhaps by violence in iguorance of 
the natural laws, must fali far within the scope of the science, and be 
partial and perverted. In the limited sense of wisely removing all 
old laws and restrictions which run counter to “the fixed laws of Na- 
ture,” there is an art of political economy—the art of learning and 
obeying these fixed laws; but, in the sense of making their operations 
more beneficial even before they are known, there is no such art, 
for the plain reason that they develop society, they develop man 
himself, and can only be known to him by their effects. His highest 
wisdom is closely to observe and humbly to obey them, not think of 
making them better. 

The doubt or difference—Whether there be, as Mr Jennings 
says, an art of political economy, by which the effects of Nature's 
laws can be rendered more beneticial, or, as we say, only an art 
to study those laws and remove old institutions that contravene 
them—is the source of many subcrdinate differences of opinion. From 
believing in such an art, Mr Jennings supposes that “under the ad- 
ministration of political economists everything is sacrificed to the cul- 
ture of wealth, either by direct enactments, or by allowing its pos- 
sessors to overrun the best interests of the State by means of the 
power which it naturally imparts,—that whilst this object is exclu- 
sively regarded, the stature of the majority of the peop'e becomes 
stunted, their health impaired, their limbs distorted, and their natural 
term of life shortened,—that females are corrupted and brutalised, 
and children are suffered to grow up in ignorance, impatient, and ur- 
skilled, if not cut off by untimely labour,—and we must pronounce 
that the political-economists who have thus administered affairs have 
done but half their duty, and that half, we must add, not in condem- 
nation but in sorrow, that which had been best left undone.” 

But all thet political economists have done is to recommend or sup- 
port some changes in the human laws which affect exchangeable value. 
They have not administered the affsirs of Stares. ‘hey have iovari- 
ably subordinsted their doctrines to the existing laws of property, and 
the effects which Mr Jennings, in common with other men more philan- 
thropic than wise, ascribe to politicaleconomy, are obviously the effects 


of the human laws regarding property, and not of the science of poli- i 


tical economy, nor of the art exercised in subserviency to the law of 
perty. Political economy does not hold that the tenth hour of the ar. 
tificer’s time, as Mr Jennings insinuates, must be inexorably devoted 
to the purposes of production, but it holds that factory employers and 
factory labourers should be lef« perfectly at liberty to make their own 
bargains and regulate their own work, aud that this should not be done 
by Parliament, under the influence of meddling philanthropists ang 
factious demagogues, any more than the bargains and work of master 
manutacturers and merchants and shipowners with one another should 
be regulated by Parliament. Ali these rules anc regulations are alwa 8 
intended for the behoof of those who haveno property or very little, and 
are intended to protect them against those who have property—a pretty 
strong proof that “a vital defect does exist,” which excites ignorant 
philanthropists and legislators to contravene the “ fixed laws 
of Nature.” But the seat of this defect “ will probably be found in 
those (human) laws by which valuable commodities are held, distrj- 
buted, and transmitted to posterity’ (p.215). The political economists 
who, departing from the example of their great master, have supposed, 
like Mr Jennings, that their art could render the effects of the laws of 
Nature more beneficial by some other means than removing the ob- 
structious of old enactments, have done a great deal to bring on the art 
thereproaches which philanthrop ists, whom Mr Jennings rather blindly 
follows, cast on it. They have mistaken their master's teaching, and 
have brought the science of the fixed laws of Nature, which regulate 
the production and distribution of wealth, into disrepute, by making it 
subservient to what Smith described as the discredited art of the po- 
litician. They have overturned their master’s throne, instead of gse- 
curing it on the everlasting foundation—labour—on which he placed it, 
From the introduction the author passes to definitions, and discusses 
at some length the psychological and physiological conditions of con- 
sumption ad production, Tnoough the proper business of the philoso-

We have already said a great de.l about this book, but we should 
do it au injustice if we left it here. 


We have adverted to its insuffi- | 


ciency, and that becomes something worse when the author, from his | 
impertect views, concludes that Goverument must necessarily exercise | 


& power over the value of commodities whilst raising taxes. But this 
is limited to indirect taxation, and an equitable system of direct tax’- 
tion would not alter the relative values of any commodities. He sup- 
poses, Consistently enough with the common creed, that “ by imposing 
@ tax on drinking ardent spirits the practice is prevented, and those 
who indulge in it incur @ pecuniary penalty proportional to the degree 
of their dereliction of morais or excesses.” But though such a tax 
may fall very heavily on the man who, with a strong stomach, swallows 
large quantities of alcohol with impun:ty—excess in hiin beginning, 8$ 
with Goethe’s parson, at the fourth bottle, while with men of a feebler 
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constitution it begins at a second—all experience proves that the ex- 
pected happy effects of stopping a hurtful practice by a tax designed to 
interfere with the habits of society never arrive. There is no encou- 
ragement from experience to “*tax gin palaces, divans, and shops dedi- 
cated to the consumption of stimulants,” in order to increase the con- 
sumption of wholesome food and promote good education; no encouraze- 
ment frum experience to assert “that statesmen must de erminé what 
the condition of society” ought to be, “in what proportion the clergy, 
the aristocracy, the middle classes, and the proletaires ought to 
be endowed with wealth, and must devise financial measures 
to maintain or produce those conditions”; and when Mr Jenniogs, 
speaking inthe name of political economy as an art, recommends 
the “ eetablishment of a board to debate on the dynamical condition 
of industry,” and to fix by its decisions the rate of interest at which 
loans should be granted” (as if private interest and the discussions 
of the presswere not infinitely superior for these purposes to any board); 
when he recommends “taxation to raise the condition of the poorer 
classes,” and an alteraticn in the laws of succession to attain the same 
end, hoping that “ the State might once more be as parens patrie”; when 
he supposes that the State could beneficially influence the production 
of “ primary instead of secondary commodities,”—his observations and 
cunerinel seem to usto be worse than merely inefficient, They are 
totally at variance with experience, and must be proportionately mis- 
chievous. The defects of our civilisation, against which “ miserable 
cottages, undrained alleys, and want of food and fuel raise their voices,” 
are the consequences of benevolently attempting to make the effects 
of the fixed laws of Nature more beneficial by art, and ot attempting 
to settle the proportions of wealth amongst the different classes. If 
the book were not somewhat dreary and pedantic, from propagatiug 
such conclusions it would be mischievous. 

Yet we are bound to say it is not all dreary, pedantic, and mischievous. 
The primary idea of closely connecting the operations of the mind 
with the production of wea'th is extremely important. It justifies 
the conclusion that “ education’’—that is, a knowledge of the fixed 
laws of Nature—“ may produce incalculable effects on wealth” and in 
‘improving man’s physical condition.” In reading the book we have 
been sometimes at a loss to know whether to praise or blame; but our 
final conclusion is that, in despite of many acute observations and 
some patient thinking, the book, except that it may draw further at- 
tention to the subject, rather carries the science back to ignorauce aud

The amount of specie exported is 405,364/, of which 19,719/ is gold 
for Alexandria, Ceylon, Calcutta, and Madras, and 349,665/ silver for 
Bombay, Madras, and Calcutta ; 31,980/ for Lisbon, and about 4,000/ 
tor the West Indics and the Pacific. 

Nearly all the dollars arrived by the Mexican packet have been 
sold at 59id per ounce—an advance of jd on the price realised for 
those brought by the previous Mexican packet. 

The funds opened this morning at } per cent. below the closing 
price of yesterday. Consols were theu 91% to4¢x div, and they 
opened to-day at 904, the depression being caused by the unfavourable 
news from Sebastopol; but in the course of the forenoon they rallied, 
and closed at 903. Money is very abundant on the Stock Exchange, 
the late occurrence having lessened confidence in bens somewhat, 
and made persons prefer leadiog money for short period: & low rates 
to kveping large sums at their bankers.
